selves about Johnson in anticipation 
of resistance when 
the 
prison sen-1 
tence was given, left the room, when 1 
Judge Carpenter announced that the 
fighter could continue temporarily at 
liberty. 
The sentence is the result of a re­ 
cent older from Washington that all 
persons convicted in tile federal court 
in this district should he sent to th-' 
s ate prison, owing 
to 
the crowded 1 
condition of the federal penitentiary 
at Leavenworth, Kas. 
Johnson left the court room declar­ 
ing he would not give up the

for his liberty, and that if the writ 
cf error was denied he would makv 
further appeals.

Gov. Major Issues Proclamation by 
Request of D. A. R. 


Jefferson City, Mo., June 5.—By re­ 
quest of the Daughters of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution, Governor Major yes­ 
terday issued a proclamation setting 
aside Saturday, June 14, *as “Flag 
Day” in Missouri. 
His proclamation 
is as follows: 
“Whereas, The birth of our na­ 
tional emblem by congressional act 
was on June 14, 1777, and. 
“Whereas, Flag Day has been a 
patriotic custom recognized through­ 
out the republic; 
"Now, therefore, I, Elliott AV. Ma­ 
jor, governor of the state of Mis­ 
souri, do hereby designate Saturday, 
June 14, 1913, as Flag Day, and re­ 
quest that the Stars and Stripes he 
displayed from the capitol and other 
state buildings on said day. 
“I further suggest that the citizens 
of the state honor the flag and the

GOOD ROAD WOKE UP COUNTY 


Single Stretch 
of 
Really 
Improved 
Highway Aroused People to Need 
of More Improvements. 


The following interesting story of 
how’ a single stretch of really good 
road has waked up an entire county 
to its need of better highways comes 
from Kansas, and was printed in the 
Chanute Tribune. 
It begins: 
“One 
good, county-built 
road 
has 
done 
more,’’ said a farmer recently, “to put 
Chautauqua comity on the map than 
all township-built roads have done In 
ten years.” 
The road he referred to 
was built last fall and early this spring 
by the county commissioners under 
the new’ county road law. 
It crosses 
Chautauqua county from east to west. 
Its benefits are just beginning to be 
fully realized. 
One day recently mo­ 
tor cars from Oklahoma City. Fort 
Worth, Joplin, Ordway, Colo., Coffey­ 
ville and Independence were at Cha­ 
nute at the same time. 
The good road is bringing hundreds 
of tourists through Chautauqua coun­ 
ty who otherwise would never have 
seen the county. 
As a result realty 
men report a larger number of for­ 
eign inquiries about lands there than 
ever before. 
The farmers are begin­ 
ning to see the benefit of having out­ 
side people through the county and 
are becoming good road enthusiasts. 
Chautauqua was one of the first 
counties in the state to take advan­ 
tage of the new 
county 
road 
law, 
which permits a tax levy not exceed­ 
ing one mill for road purposes. 
That 
money is spent by the county com­ 
missioners. 
Its great advantage lies 
In making it possible for the county 
to get roads across townships which 
otherwise would not build them. 
Un­ 
der the old system 
one 
township 
board would build a good road to the 
township line and the board in the 
next township would 
do just 
as it 
pleased about joining it with a con­ 
tinuation of the work. 
Generally It 
did not join, and the result was a 
patchwork of disconnected highways. 
Now, with the county board in control 
long roads can be built and township 
jealousies are obviated. 
Last year the county commissioners 
levied a one-mill tax and raised $13,- 
£00 
That was all lined .nu Die cross­ 


county road. 
All wooden biTages ana 
culverts were replaced 
with cement 
and stone. 
Much 
permanent 
work 
was done. 
The road today is even 
better than it was when it was built. 
This year another one-mill tax was 
levied and the same sum as last year 
will be raised. 
The work will be 
done iii other parts of the county this 
year. 
The farmers also club together and 
build good roads to join the county 
roads. 
A neighborhood four or five 
miles back from the main road will 
join forces, set a day or a week and 
fix the road leading to the good road, 
and thus the good 
road system 
is 
spreading over the 
county. 
It la 
planned to make the third tax 
lev; 
next year. 
By that time every one o 
the twelve townships in this count; 
will have received an equal share o 
the county money 
and have 
good 
roads leading in at least two direc­ 
tions across the township. 
For a time there was much opposi­ 
tion to the county levy. 
Mass meet­ 
ings were held in the townships not 
receiving any of the first year’s levy 
and the tax was denounced. Petitions 
were signed asking the commissioners 
not to make the levy this year. 
But 
that was last January- 
AVhen 
the 
board made the levy this month there 
was not a protest. Those who opposed 
the tax at first have been converted 
after using a good road for seven or 
eight months.

the architects want the commission 
to see a wax model of the proposed 
Capitol, which can not he snipped. . 
The members of the commission 
will stop at Harrisburg, Pa., to view 
tin' interior decorations of the state­ 
house there. 
At St. Louis they will 
confer with .Missouri Pacific official’s 
about laying spurs and switches for 
unloading stone and other material 
for the new’ capitol.

the Frisco system at a salary of $75,- 
°00 a year, according to the state­ 
ment of one of the receivers to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 
“Mr. Yoakum has now no voice in 
the affairs of the Frisco road,” said 
the receiver. 
“His status will be de­ 
termined after we have gone over 
the affairs of the road with Judge 
Sanborn. 
It is possible Mr. Yoakum 
will be retained only in an advisory 
ca parity.” 
Receivers Winchell and West have 
gone to St. Paul to confer with Judge 
Sanborn, of the federal circuit court 
of appeals. 
It became known Wednesday that 
the receivers have decided on a pol­ 
icy of vigorous retrenchments in all 
departments of the Frisco system. 
It 
was stated that the receivers would 
siive on reduced salaries alone about 
$200,000 a year. 
The Frisco has five vice presidents, 
receiving 
an 
average of $17,500 a 
year. 
These salaries will be mate­ 
rially reduced, it is stated. 
B L. Winchell, who as president of 
the Frisco received $40,000 a year, 
will be allowed about $18,000 a year 
as receiver. 
The Frisco receivership is still al­ 
most the sole topic of discussion in 
financial circles. 
The Frisco system and Us allied 
lines .with a total of 7.500 miles, has 
capital liabilities 
of 
approximately 
$400,000,000. 
One of the remarkable 
features of this capitalization is the 
proportion of bonds to stock, the re­ 
verse of customary ratio. 
Critics of 
the former Frisco management de­ 
clare the road was topheavy with 
bonds. 
Its fixed charges are enor­ 
mous. 
In the balance sheet for 1912 there 
is given the grand total of $410,000,- 
000 of bonds with the entire system, 
with $200,000,000 of stock, of which 
only $49,000,000 is outstanding in the 
hands of the public. 
The Frisco lines proper, not in­ 
cluding some of the branches, are 
bonded at the rate of $41,500 a mile 
and stocked at only $10,000 a mile. 
The total liability of stocks and 
bonds for the entire system is more 
than $71,000 per mile. 
A railroad company may stop pay­ 
ing dividends on stock and still con­ 
tinue to do business, but if it fails to 
pay interest on its bonds, bankruptcy 
proceedings are inevitable. 
The Frisco’s interest charges last 
year were $12,000,000, 
which 
just 
about equaled the net income. 
Among 
other 
capital obligations, 
the Frisco issued $31,000,000 of sec­ 
ond preferred stock, bearing interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent a year. 
After the certificates 
for 
these 
shares were printed, the Frisco man­ 
agement. found that under the laws 
of Missouri they could not dispose of 
the issue except on a basis of par. 
Fifteen millions of the issue still re­ 
main unsold in the company’s treas­ 
ury, worth scarcely anything today. 
Tho treasury also holds $136,000,000 
of its unsold common stock. 
With the bonded millstones weigh­ 
ing it down, the Frisco system en­ 
tered 1913, a period when operating 
charges for all railroads increased 
and freight rates either remained sta­ 
tionary or were forced downward. 
Every available piece of property 
had been mortgaged almost to the 
limit. 
The price of the preferred and 
common stock was so low on the 
Stock Exchange that it was hopeless 
to try selling any more of that kind 
of security. Even the short-time note 
market was exhausted, as no good 
collateral remained to be put up as 
security. 
News dispatches from New York 
quote Maurice Leon, 
lawyer, 
who 
says he represents the Paris Bourse, 
the Banque de Paris et des Pays Bas 
and tho Credit Lyonnais, as saying 
that the French bankers who aided 
in the flotation of the Frisco general 
lien 5 per cent bonds 
must 
have 
known the true status of the rail­ 
road’s finances. 
.“It is a pity the French bankers 
did not take the public into their con­ 
fidence.” added Leon. 
“Among others, Prince Ponitowski 
was largely concerned in interesting 
French investors in the Frisco se­ 
curities.

When the hot w eather of sum m er is 
a t hand, we must not perm it our out- 
of door activities to cause us to neg­ 
lect our house plants. 
T h e best place for grown folks, chil­ 
dren and all living things during the 
sum m er is outdoors, w here the sun­ 
shine aud the fresh air can strengthen 
and heal, making ready for the next 
w inter season. 
Of course, the closer to natural con­ 
ditions they are during the norma.’ 
groping season, the better grow th the 
plants will secure and the finer plants 
we will have for the house next win- 
tor. 
W hen danger from late frosts has 
surely passed, take 
less 
expensive 
plants, 
th e geranium , 
the 
foliage 
plants and others of th eir kind, and 
transplant them . 
P u t them in good, 
rich, deep, loamy beds if you eau, or 
in window boxes if th e beds are una­ 
vailable. Give them lots of sunshine, 
so th at the stalks and foliage will grow 
ran k and strong. 
In transplanting, spade up the bed 
to a depth of a t least a foot, pulverize 
the soil finely, mixing in tine, well- 
rotted stable m anure, and set the 
plants in th e ground half an inch 
deeper than they w ere in the pots.
